The re-conqnest of the natives is impos­ 
sible until after years of the most cruel 
w arfare.” 
He also expressed the hope th a t tho 
islands would not become absolutely in­ 
dependent, because it was certain that 
dissensions would occur w hich would 
result in incessant strife and a lapse 
into barbarism aud the natural indolence 
of the tropical race. 
The only hope,

Shaf­ 
ter fought his own doubts aud ‘from the 
nettle danger plucked the flower of safe­ 
ty,’ because he possessed the genius of 
courage. 
In the presence of American 
valor on land the Spanish fleet preferred 
the chances of escape by running the 
gauntlet uuder American battleships to 
remaining under the fire of the Ameri­ 
can artillery, which was growling from 
the hills surrounding Santiago.
